made this finat stand In defence of thelr trust,

We are in no 
mood to erqulre Into the causes that are 
supposed ta have produced hesitation in some 
-quarters before the final decision was taken. It 
has been taken; and {tis now the duly of 
the public to convince all those gentlemen 
that they have with them, fn their actlon, 
the. entire moral ‘and meteri*l <upport that 
the Colony can: put at thefr disposal, Tt 
fea glad rellefto many anxlous hearts among

. THE BILLIARD CHAMPION'S CAREER. * 
John Roberts was born at Ardwick on August 
15th, 1847, belog the son of Mr, John Roberts 
himself a great player, In hls day, Roberts sen. 
was considered so much the superior of al! other 
players that nobody could be persuaded to accept 
from him 400 out of 1,000 In a match for money, 


and his bresks of 200, all-in, were considered’ 


afte phenomenal, Iedeed, when John Robert's 
father was at-bls beat, a break of 100 was un- 
common, and Hughes Dufton, Bowles, and 
Tably, who ranked ‘next to him, played 
matches without once reaching these figares 
fo a alngle effort. In 2860, John Roberts 
and his sop, then a lad of 13, went to 
London, and the elder leased Savile House, 
Leicester Square, on the site of which now 
stands the Emplre Theatre. The premlses were 
fitted out as a billiard saloon, and all the principal 
matches of the day, {ncluding those of the sival 
uolversltles, were playedthera Master Jobn soon 
shower be was following bis father's footsteps for 
at rg be won a handicap at St. James's Hall, in 
which sixteen of the leading plsyers of the day 
competed. The first match for money in which 
Roberts took part was against Wm, Cook. It was 
1,000 up for £200, and Roberts won by 93, Io 
1870 Roberts, Jun,, challenged Cook forthecham- 
fonship, and was doubiless moved to do this 
cause Cook hud just defeated his father for that 
honour. The meeting was arranged for April 
14'h, and Roberts galoed an easy victory by 478 
polots, It was not destined that he. should 
enjoy the distinction long for Joe Bennett beat 
him, and Cook avenged Almself, The chatnpion- 
ship was held in tam by Cook, Roberts and 
Bennett until 1885, when Roberts defeated 
Cook by 92, and Bennett by 1630, 
date June,.1885, Roberts bas sematned the 
unchallenged, and undisputed champlon of 
English players, No one bas. the courage to 
tackle bim under tha champloosh{p conditions, 
although Pealt is doubtless quite willing to play 
him at the all-[n game, which ts, after all fe 
sald and done, billjarde, The American, Ives, 
gained a sensational victory over Roberts in a 
contest w.th pecuifar conditions, Bat stlil at 
the all-found English game and particolarly 
with the monotonous spot stroke barred, no one 
hag ever approached the high level of the 
resent champion. 
FRAGMENTARY FACTS CONCERNING THE 
CHAMPION. 

For six months a year at least Roberts plays 
2,000 polnts a day. To this constant practice, 
to the fact that he does not smoke, and that he 
Imits himself to two “whiskies” dally, he 
attributes his maryellous power, In playing « 
match he says that he always looke--not one— 
bat three or four shote ahead, just the same as 
a chess player does with his moves. Joho

perous circumstances, He has always. taken 
care of bis money, and that le where most billiard 
Players have failed: He hat known what it is to 
take £1,000 entrance money In five nights, and
